PARIS, April 14.—Alarmed Ny the 
results of the bye election at Hull 
last week, Premier Lloyd George of 
Great Britain, according to the Echo 
de Paris, has persuaded the council 
of four to revamp ccmpletely the 
financial play to be incorporated in 
the treaty of peace. Instead of a 
ayment of $25,000,000,000 francs 
on account and annual payments to 
be fixed by a commission, it has 
been decided to fix at once the sum 
which Germany wilt have to pay in 
This amount is kept se- 
cret, but it is indicated by the news- 
paper that a figure of 250,000,000,- 
000 francs has been agreed upon, 
which includes all war damages, as 
well as the cost of pensions. 

Fixing the total sum will have 
the merit of facilitating. treasury op- 


erations and the carrying out of mu- 


tual measures for assistance among 
the allies. The first installment of 
25,000,000,000 franes must be paid 
within eighteen months, the news- 
aper declares, 

Otliér newspapers, however, do dot {* 
mention any such change in terms, 
but all information’ in French quar- 
ters agrees in regard to ‘the Saar 
Valley. It is said that it is settled 
the mines will become the abso- 
lute property of France, who will 
police the region. The region, how- 
ever, will be administered by a sort 
of directorate under the auspices of 
the League of Nations. This direc- 
torate will consist of one inhabitant 
of the Saar region, one Frenchman 
and three nominees of the league.
